|Upland College Steps Up 


Teacher Training Program 


With the-recent White House 
-onference on education remind- 
ng Americans of the needs of 
he education system, new sig- 
aificance is being ‘attached local- 
y to results of a survey among 
the teacher education graduates 
f Upland college. 

Since the department was es- 
tablished in 1941 there have been 
34 trained teachers, according to 
information released this week 
by Dr. Wendell E. Harmon, dean 
of instruction, who conducted the 
survey. Of these graduates, vir- 
ually all have actually entered 
he teaching profession on the ele- 
mentary, secondary or college 
level. This is noteworthy, Dr. 
Harmon said, in view of the fact 
that California State Department 
of Education statistics show a 25 
to 30 percent dropout of people 
who are trained for teaching in 
‘he sehools of the state. This 
percentage of the total number 
of graduates do not enter the 
profession.

that 19 of the graduates of Upland 
college have taught or are now 
teaching in Upland-Ontario 
schools, and a total of 42 have 
entered Southern California 
school systems. Four Upland col- 
lege teacher graduates have en- 
tered the Upland Elementary 
schools, one the Upland: Junior 
high school, 10 have gone into the 
Ontario elementary schools and 
four into the Ontario junior high 
schools. 


Thirteen Upland trained teach- 
ers have combined teaching with 
a missionary ministry. Nine are 
now teaching or have taught in 
the native schools of South Africa, 
two are in Mexico, one: has 
laught among the Navajo Indians 
of New Mexico and one has 
served as president of the College 
of West Africa in Liberia.

Elias H. Wiebe, chairman of the 
education department, Upland 
college is constantly restudying 
its teacher education program in 
order that it might better serve 
the needs of the local community.

The program offers work lead- 
ing to the general elernentary 
credential, and also ‘gives teach- 
ing majors which may be used 
for a secondary credential with 
comvletion of one year graduate 
work, as required by California 
law. 

The college also oifers work 
leading to the special secondary 
credential in homemaking educa- 
tion, and is in the process of in- 
stituting a program which will 
prepare a student to teach 
in the public schools.
